Amendment to Proclamation 09-16
Migratory Bird Hunting Seasons and Regulations

Pursuant to the authority granted by Title 70, Tennessee Code Annotated, and Section 70-4-107 thereof, the
Tennessee Wildlife Resources Commission hereby proclaims the following migratory bird hunting regulations effective
October 1, 2009. Season dates and limits pending final Federal Frameworks.

Amend Section |. Hunting Seasons — Section B. Youth Waterfowl Hunting (page 1) by deleting the wording in the last
sentence, “Geese, coots, gallinules, moorhens, and ducks, including pintails, may be taken by youths during the Youth
Waterfowl Season, but canvasback season is closed during the Youth Waterfowl Season.” The following wording will
be inserted and to read as follows:

Geese, coots, gallinules, moorhens, and ducks may be taken by youths during the Youth Waterfow! Season.
